Loyola joins 
COMCOR

Loyola College became 
the newest member of 
UGEQ Tuesday evening 
when It was given full re- 
presentation on COMCOR, 
the union's co-ordinating 
committee. 

Before applying for entry 
into the Union, Richard Alt- 
l<en, president of the Loyola 
Students' Society, submitted 
Loyola's stipulations to the 
UGEQ executive. Loyola stud- 
ents sought entrance into the 
Union under the conditions 
that one seat be allowed for 
every 400 students at each 
Congress, $1 per student bo 
the membership fee, ond that 
Loyola be given a scat on 
COMCOR. 

Debate opened on Loyola's 
acceptance with Robert Dion, 
representative from Shcrbroo- 
Icc, opposing Loyola's, repre- 
sentation on the committee. "1 
would like to ask a question 
about the letter of the Presi- 
dent of Loyola which was 
in English to u committee 
which functions in French . . ." 

Debate was delayed when 
Gerald Lacoste, chairman of 
the meeting, firmly asserted 
communication to und from 
English students be given in 
English. 

The suggestion was then 
presented that Loyola be ac- 
c e p t e d immediately into 
UGEQ, but that its represen<

Nelson favors student participation

Speaking on the problem of student activism, Robert Nelson yesterday said that "we 
are a part of the citizen, we have a duty 1o express ourselves on a subject, or we are only 
working for our selfish ends". 



He said that there are few 
political issues facing UGEQ, and 
that any member university Is 
free to opt out of participation 
on a specific issue. But, referring 
io McGiU's proposed entry, he 
said that the individual univer- 
sity docs not have the right to 
obstruct the decision of the 
majority. 

"It is impossible for minority 
opinions to prevail, or the Union 
is useless," he added. ■ , ; < -

done In the language of the 
majority," Nelson said, explain- 
ing ills previous statements on 
UGEQ's unilingual policy. 

Nelson stressed that in the 
situation of grants, racial and 
ethnic considerations are irrele- 
vant. 

Twelve per cent of the French- 
speaking population now attend 
university, Nelson noted, as op- 
posed to twenty per cent of the 
English. "I find it good that 
twenty per cent of the English 



are in university, but I feel that 
the emphasis should be on the 
twelve per cent approaching this 
level, even at the temporary re- 
tardation of a growth In English 
universities."

Glassman said letters had been 
sent to Mayor Drapeau, MTC 
General Manager Lucien L'Allier, 
and Executive Chafanman Lucien 
Saulnier requesting special pass- 
es for all university stuJënts.

Parliament dissolved

Model Parliament — "not a model of Ottawa but an 
example for Ottawa to follow" — dissolved lost night after 
Prime Minister Ken Frankel and his Liberal government resi- 
gned because "this whole thing has descended Into a force." 



Chairman Harvey Schachtcr 
dissolved parliament when the 
Liberals resigned at 0 pm be- 
cause it was too late in the ses- 
sion to form another govern- 
ment. 

Frankel said the level of de- 
bate had degenerated to a point 
where' his party members felt they 
could no longer justify their par- 
ticipation in it. A supporter ad- 
ded, "It wasn't a Model Parlia- 
ment, it was a mock parliament." 

Saul Ship, leader of the NDP 
and Prime Hihistcr when the 
session began on Tuesday, said 
that the blame fell partially on 



the speakers and the Chairman. 
He felt that, "the choice of a 
respected professor would have 
led to a higher level of debate 
and more control of the house." 

Students' Council members 
Mike Vincberg (Law) and debat- 
er Danny Trcvick alternated as 
Speakers in today's session. 

Jack Donegani of the Conser-. 
vative party commented thattthe 
NDP was rash to "try to*'^déféàt 
the goverment for no reason at 
all." The NDP had introduced a 
motion of non-confidence on the

Perhaps the most striking and significant 
difference between this year's UGEQ debate 
and last year's Is the change in the position 
of and the attitude towards the Canadian 
Union of Students. 

Last week The Individualist (a publica- 
tion that used to be called Resistance) lump- 
ed CDS with UGEQ as organizations that 
"accommodate only the aims and objectives 
of the 'New Left'" and hence "are both 
unacceptable to McGill students as a whole, 
except on a voluntary basis". Last year the 
campus PCs said that "the interests of Mc- 
Gill con best be served by increased particip- 
ation in CUS". eus is obviously no longer 
as attractive fo the right as it used to be. 



For those who are horrified at the idea 
of student unions having any relevance to 
the interests of their members or to society, 
this flip-flop is understandable; whether 
membership in CUS is a good thing depends 
upon whose ox is being gored. But for those 
who believe that the purposes of a student 
union include more than life insurance and 
travel programs and who rejoice at the 
trends in CUS within the past year, member- 
ship in CUS is still not enough. 

CUS has some excellent programs — on 
the Canadian Indian, on the voting age, on 
China, on Zimbabwe, on working towards 
getting the federal and provincial govern- 
ments to commit themselves to universal 
accessibility. These will have great signi- 
ficance to the Canadian student community. 
But are they as important to McGill students

as how Quebec's education system will be 
changed, what conditions are like in rural 
Quebec, how Quebec's explosive labor situ- 
ation develops, what the Johnson govern- 
ment's policy is on universal accessibility? 
Some problems are common to all students; 
for issues such as democracy In the tiniver- 
slty community McGill would be no better 
served, inherently, by UGEQ than by an 
American student union.

Students propose 
Jewish Chair 

A group of Jewish stu- 
dents Is working to have a 
Chair of Jewish Studies 
established at McGill. 

In a brief submitted -to the 
Eastern Resion^onference of 
the Canadiai^ewish Congress 
last Sunday, they cite the pre- 
sence of 3500 Jewish students, 
more than 100 names on a pe- 
tition they circulated and the 
establishment o f successful 
chairs of Judaica at American 
universities with far fewer 
Jewish students as reasons for 
making the establishment of a 
chair of Jewish at McGill "a 
matter of urgency". 

The brief asks that "a chair 
of Jewish Studies be establish* 
cd so that we may learn to 
admire, appreciate and know 
our heritage ond ourselves." 

Harry Fox, BSc4, a spokes- 
man for the group, said that 
they hoped the Congress would 
back the proposal and that 
they were now looking for 
financial support for the pro- 
ject.
